Train robbers obtained $64,000 in 
cash from the bagguge master of 
a Boston and Maine train at

Salisbury station today. The money 
had been sent by the Federal Re­ 
serve bank in Boston to the Pnwow 
River National bank of Aimesbury. 
The robbers covered William Jor­ 
dan, the baggage man with pistols 
and three registered mail pouches 
were thrown off. 
Police believe 
an automobile was waiting in the 
heavily wooded section that 
sur­ 
rounds the tracks at that 
point. 
The baggage man was throwij from 
the train while it was stiU moving. 
He rushed to Salisbury to give an 
alarm. 
The robbers pulled the bell cord 
of the train and before it had stop­ 
ped, leaped from the car and es-

The train carried but three cars 
and American express” car on the 
rear, one passenger coach in which

DRY LAW VIOLATORS 
SUFFER AT SYRACUSE 


By International News Service 
SYRACUSE, N. Y.—Those ar­ 
rested for taking the Volstead act 
humorously haven’t a chance* of 
beating the ease in Federal court, 
if the official records of Federal 
court for the Northern District of 
New York are to be accepted as 
the criteria. 
The annual report of Oliver D. 
Burden, United States district at­ 
torney, shows that not one boot- 
legger managed to beat the case 
last year, and only one person, an 
accused drug peddler, was acquit­ 
ted by a Federalí jury. 
The chances of acquittal in Fed­ 
eral court are 10 to 1, for that 
is the record in figures. 
Only 17 
persons accused of violating vari­ 
ous Federal statutes 
elected 
to 
stand trial by jury, and of these 
16 were ébnViqbed. 
According to the report, a total 
of $1,368,112 in fines was imposed 
by Federal Judge Frank Cooper, 
and of this amount $612,911.13 had 
been paid in June 30, at the end of 
the fiscal year.

more than $100,000 outstanding in 
fine money,>a^hich is being paid in 
installments. *
